A long time ago, the wise man of the Fast 
inculcated the doctrine that there was a time | 
and a season for every thing; and we sup- | 
pose that it was in accordance with this prin- 
ciple that the swine fever, or, rather the | 
Berkshire fever, had its rise, progress and 
decline. Excitements in the community, like 
excitements in the corporeal system, are gen-| 
erally succeeded by a corresponding degree 
of depression; and during this depressed 
state, the judgment seems to suffer so much, 
that it provounces the thing which it once 
thought invaluable, now worthless. The 
Berkshire mania has gone through all these 
stages, and is now below zero. Common | 
sense, however, dictates a different view of | 
things. That the Berkshire breed of swine 
were extolled too high, is true; but they ought 
not to be so wholly discarded as they seem to 
be now. ‘They were superior in form, hearty 
and thrifty. The objection to them, at pres- 
ent, is, their color, which is black—their size, 
which is pronounced to be too small, and the 
texture of their flesh, which is said to have 
too much lean. In régard to the first—we 
would say, that it would not be difficult to 
change the color by crossing, and so of the 
second. In regard tothe third—for a hog to 
be used as fresh meat, or for Bacon, they 
have not too much lean. If it is desired to 
have what is called clear pork, for barrel: 
ling, perhaps another variety of swine would 
be preferable in some respects. 

A cross of the Berkshire and the Bedford 
hog, or what is sometimes called the Woburn,” 
makes a very fine animal. ‘This variety is 
exhibited in the cut which we insert for your 
inspection. It gives length of side, and rath- 
er more depth of chine, but not quite so much |

HISTORY OF THE HESSIAN FLY. 

We have been favored, by the author, with 
a very interesting little work bearing the 
above title. It is by Asa Fitch, M. D., of 
Salem, New York. Dr. Fitch has already 
laid the agricultural community under obliga- 
tions to him, by the publication of an essay 
on the wheat fly, (what we in Maine call the 
grain worm and weevil.) 

This work on the Hessian fly is the best 
essay on this little but powerful scourge that 
has yet appeared. He has gone into the 
history of it thoroughly, divested it of much 
that was uncertain and ambiguous, an made 
it clear and plain to every one. He demon- 
strates that it was brought hither by the Hes- 
sian army, in the straw taken on board of the 
vessels in which they (the Hessians) embark- 
ed in Europe. He then gives what he calls 
its “civil history,” or a condensed statement 


\of the views which different writers have 


maintained in regard to it. Then foliows a 
description of its characters, transformations 
and habits. He proves that there are two 
generations of them ina year. ~- 

He also gives an account of its “Parasites” 
or insects that prey upon it, and thus check, 
in some measure, its increase; and concludes 
by a consideration of the remedies proposed. 

We have never been much troubled with 
the Hessian fly in Maine. We suppose it is 
because so little winter wheat is raised among 
us. Weare, however, deeply interested in 
any knowledge which may tend to enlighten 
mankind in regard to the ravages of this in- 
sect, and which will assist the wheat grower 
in repelling its ravages. Whatever dimin- 
ishes the support of life, or, in other words, 
bread,—interests every man directly; and 
whatever knowledge can be spread abroad 
by which farmers are enabled to produce an

The Mackay breed | 
were an excellent breed for those who prefer | 
clear fat. Their length of side and depth of | 
carcase were well calculated to produce a 
larger proportion of this than some other 
breeds that presented large muscular quarters. 

One reason for the decline of the pig inter- 
est, is the low price which the slaughtered 
hog and pork has brought in our markets for 
a year or two past. There is a change com- 
ing over this branch of business, as well as 
over many other branches connected with the 
farm, which will have a tendency to bring up 
the price of pork in the market. ‘The change 
in the British tariff, whereby American pro- 
duce, and American beef and pork is admit- 
ted at a very moderate duty, cannot fail to 
increase the demand for corn and for pork. 
In such a case, where, not only the material 
which makes the pork is in great demand, 
but also the pork itself, the price must in- 
crease. He, therefore, who has a good breed 
of hogs, need not fear of meeting with a loss; 
and he who has not a good breed, need not 
hesitate to obtain an improved one, for fear of 
losing his time, money and trouble. 

The hog is an animal that requires more 
care and attention to keep pure in breed, than 
any other. There are two reasons for this. 
Ist, their being so very prolific, and 2d, their 
not being allowed to live so long as other an- 
imals, Where there are so many produced 
at a birth, there are always shades of «liffer- 
éhee, which, by being mixed in without much 
care with others, in a few generations makes 
essential changes. Farmers, generally, do 
not like to keep a hog more than a year and 
a half or two years, before they slaughter 
him. Not so with the horse or cow family. 
If the best breeders among swine were kept 
solely for that purpose, until the powers of 
nature became exhausted, we should not so 
often hear farmers say, “my breed of swine 
has run out.” We are aware that it seems 
to be good economy to turn a swine into cash 
as soon as he comes to maturity; but it may, 
névertheless, be seriously questioned, wheth- 
er the loss by deterioration of breed does not 
more than counterbalance the seeming saving 
that is made by slaughtering early. 





Preservine Bacor. ‘The editor of the 
Farmers’ Cabinet says he follows the fol- 
lowing mode of preserving his bacon, which 
he finds superior to all other plans.

as other meat is, than with us, and where it 
is consequently desirable to have a consider- 
able portion of it lean, the Berkshires are 
held in high repute. A yankee, however, 
looks first and foremost to a hog as a relish, 
and for fat. But for furnishing this the Berk- 
shire breed is the very worst that exists. The 
fat pork of an entire Berkshire hog that 
weighs 350 Ibs., or 400 Ibs., is about two 
inches in thickness, and about half an inch of 
that rind. (1.) It is very soft, and does not 
cool like good pork. The legs and shoulders 
are very weighty, as are also the spare-ribs 
and the loins.” 

(1.) We have never been favorably dis- 
posed towards the Berkshire, of the pure 
blood, but we do not believe that the rind of 
any hog, no matter what the “breed,” ever 
reached this thickness. Half an inch! We 
would as soon credit the stories of the Baron 
Menchausen himself. w. 


CROSS FERTILIZATION, 


The mixing of vegetables is, with some 
persons, a matter involved in much mystery. 
It is not our intention to deny that mixtures 
of different varieties, and even of adverse 
species, do not some times take place; but 
we as confidently assume that such cross fer- 
tilization is graduated by an established and 
irrevocable natural law. Thus we may have 
an intermixture of mellons, cabbages, turnips, 
and, indeed, a number of other vegetables, 
although we never find corn to mix with mil- 
let, or wheat with peas. Beets, carrots, pars- 
nips and cucumbers may be mixed with mel- 
lons and squashes, simply by cross fertiliza- 
tion; as the pistils of one variety will receive 
the pollen of the other. This is called hy- 
bridizing. ‘The distinguished ‘IT’. A. Knight, 
for some years President of the London 
Horticultural Society—a man celebrated for 
his success in producing new varieties of

Let there be a string put through the hock, 
say six or eight inches long, by which it may 
be hung up; draw the mouth of the bag tight 
and tie it round the string.

I shall, therefore, confine my re- 
| marks to several things, perhaps some ot you

lniry flight, but principally dwell on the sur- 
‘face of the earth, the soil. The improve- 
iment of the soil has been, and is now, a sub- 
|ject of deep consideration and interest to eve- 
ry farmer, and has elicited from men of great 
|genius and science, years of indefatigable la- 
| bor—each in his course arriving at something 
|new for the alleviation of our toil, or to in- 
}crease more abundantly the munificent pro- 
|ductions of our farms. Wherever the earth 
|is without vegetable growth it is barren, and 
\the wisdom displayed in keeping up its fer- 
| tility is clearly set forth in the decomposition 
|of her own productions. We must not for- 
|get how nature herself acta in ber own labo- 
lratory. She eftriches our fence-corners and 
| woodlands, by keeping them covered, while 
| we impoverish the field. Shall we overlook 
ber operations? ‘To enrich our lands, they 
|should never be left without a covering to 
protect them from the sun of summer, and as 
far as our abilities extend, from the severe 
frosts of winter.

The 
Common Apple Tree, or some allied spe- 
cies grows spontaneously in almost every 
|part of the northern hemisphere, exeept in 
ithe torrid and frigid zones, and some of the 
lislands in the ocean. This tree, by itself, or 
conjointly with other species or races, is the 
parent of innumerable varieties and sub- 
varieties, generally known by the name of 
‘cultivated apples.”” Many of them are not 
only derived from the wild apple, or erab, of 
Europe, but from the crabs of Siberia and 
Astrachan, The fruit of trees raised from 
pips, or seeds of the same apple, differs both 
from that of the parent tree, and from each 
other; from which circumstance, and the in- 
termixture of different species or variety by 
hybridization, it is utterly impossible to trace 
the multitude of cultivated sorts to forms 
from which they have been obtained. 

In Britain, Ireland, and North America, 
the common apple tree occurs wild, in hedges, 
and on the margins of woods, It is euitiva- 
ted for its fruit, both inthe temperate and 
transition zones of both hemispheres, even in 
the southern parts of India, on the Himalayas, 
and in China aed Japan. And it is a curious 
fact, that no plaot is ever seen in Guiana, 
without either leaf, flower, or fruit except the 
common apple tree, which never changes its 
original nature, but blossoms and bears leaves 
and fruits at about the same time of the year, 
as with us! 

‘That the apple-tree isa native of the eastern 
part of the world, we have the authority of 
the earliest writers in “Holy Writ,” as well 
as of the naturalists of ancient Greece and 
Rome. Itis mentioned by Moses, and the 
prophet Joel, and also by Homer. The 
ophrastus, Herodotus, Columello, Pliny, and 
others; a Historical Notice of which way also 
| be found with those of the Quince, the Pom- 
egrante, and the Olive, in the ‘Trees of 
| America.” 

The making of cider, was introduced into 
Britain by the Normans, who, itis said, ob- 
\tained the art from Spain, where it is no 
\longer practised. ‘This liquor is supposed to 
have been first known, however, in Africa, 
from its being mentioned by the two African 
‘fathers, Tertullian and Augustin, and was in- 
‘troduced by the Carthagenians into Biscay, a 
provinee unfriendly to the vine.

In the Senate, the Naval Committee re- 
ported a pene resolution, placing the U.S. 
trigate Macedonian at the disposal of Capt, 
DeKa , for the transportation of contribu- 
tions for the relief of Ireland. ‘The consider- 
ation of the resolution was postponed to the 
next day. 

The civil and diplomatic appropriation bill 
was taken up, and an amendment was adopt- 
ed appropriating $50,000 for sending a Com- 
missioner to Mexico, in the event of peace 
being declared. Another amendment was 
adopted, providing for the building of new 
custom houses at New Orleans, Savannah 
and Charleston. ‘The further consideration 
of the bill was then postponed till the nextday, 

The Three Million Bill then came up and 
Mr. Davis spoke upon it at length. Mr, Cal- 
houn replied, and the bill was then laid over 
without a question being taken. 

The bill for the purchase of the Madison 
papers, and that forthe relief ofthe widow 
of Col. McRea, were passed, and the Senate 
then went into Executive session and subse- 
quently adjourned, 

The Hovse went into Committee of the 
Whole and took up the bills making appro- 

wriations for the service of the Post Office 

epartment; amending the several existing 
acts relating to the Patent Office; for the erec- 
tion of light houses; the Indian appropriation 
bill, and the bill increasing the Marine corps 
of the Navy. ‘These bills were all reported 
to the House and subsequently passed. 

An amendment was adopted to the Post 
office appropriation bill, by a vote of 77 to 44, 
giving to the several Postinasters the right of 
selecting the newspapers, in which the lists 
of letters remaining in their offices shall be 
advertised,

In the Senate, Mr. Crittenden introduced 
a bill appropriating five hundred thousand 
lollars to be expended in provisions, under 
the direction of the President, and in trans- 
porting the same tothe famishing poor of 

reland and Scotland in a national vessel. 
Mr. Crittenden supported the bill with great 
vloquence and force. 

Messrs J. M. Clayton and Cass followed 
on the same side. 

Mr. Niles opposed the bill as setting a 
dangerous precedent; when on motion of Mr. 
Bagby, it was postponed until tomorrow. 

The bill from the House extending the 
tranking privilege was passed. 

The civil and diplomatic appropriation 
bill was taken up, and the amendment to pay 
Messrs Ritchie { Heiss for printing, was de- 
bated at length and agreed to, 25 to 20. The 
bill was then postponed. 

The Three Millions Bill was taken up, 
and Mr. Hannegan addressed the Senate in 
favor of the bill without the Wilmot proviso. 

In the House, Mr. Smith, of Ind., presented 
resolutions from the Legislature of Indiana for 
the improvement of the mail communication 
from Toledo to New Orleans; fora session 
of the U. S. Supreme Court west of the Ale- 
ghanies; for the reduction of the price of 
public lands; for granting lands to Mr. Whit- 
ney for for a railroad from Lake Erie to the 
Pacific; and for various other matters. 

Mr. Boyd from the Military Committee 
reported the Senate bill organizing the ten 
regiments into brigades and divisions, and 
making provisions for an additioal number of 
general officers, with amendments—one giving 
the President power to assign the chief com- 
mand of the Army until the expiration of the 
war, to any General, Major or Brigadier, 
regularly commissioned, of the regulars or 
the volunteers, without regard to date of com- 
mission. 

On Mr. Boyd’s motion, the House proceed- 
ed immediately to its consideration, and sev- 
eral amendments were agreed to. 

Mr. Garrett Davis moved to go into Com- 
tnittee of the Whole. 

Mr. Simms moved the previous question. 

Mr. Ashmun meved to lay the bill on the 
table. Negatived—yeas, 17; nays, 106. ‘I'lie 
previous question was then sustained—yeas, 
102; nays, 70, 

On the suggestion of Mr. Boyd, the House 
by general consent reconsidered the last vote 
and went into Committee of the Whole on 





the bill, Mr. Baggs in the Chair, a resolution 
having been also adopted to close the debate 
at half past two, and limiting the speeches of | 
each. 

The Committee was addressed by Messrs. | 
Garrett Davis, Brinkerhoff, Smith, ‘Tread- 
well, Newton, Schenck and Cooke. 

The Committee rose and the House pro- 
ceeded to vote on the amendments, 

The amendments were adopted, that relat- 
ing to the General-in-Chief having been fur- 
ther amended, It continues the office not only 
during the war with Mexico, but until the 
ratification of the treaty of peace. 

This amendment was agreed to, 112 to 87. 

The other amendments were also agreed to, 
and the bill finally passed, 121 to 75. 

The bill to regulate Diplomatic Intercourse, 
was reported by Mr. Ingersoll from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, and committed 
to the Committee on the State of the Union.

The ship Ven- 
ice, Capt. Salter, arrived at this port on Mon- 
day afternoon, from Liverpool, which place 
she left on the 14th of January. She took on 
board one hundred and seventy-six steerage 
passengers, chiefly Irish, twelve of whom 
died upon the passage, and two more (a wo- 


man and her child) since their arrival. ‘The 
vessel was visited yesterday afternoon by the 
Port Physician, Dr. Smith, who found the 


passengers to be in a deplorable state of filth 
and disease, caused ape oe | by their own 
indolence. ‘The captain stated that he found 
it impossible te induce them te make the least 
effort to clear themselves from their unhealthy 
situation, but that they wallowed in their 
berths, perfectly reckless as to consequences. 
Many of them will have to be conveyed im- 
mediately to the Aims House, where more of 
them will probably die, as they are much de- 
bilitated by the foul atmosphere in which they 
have remained for such a length of time. 

The disease now prevalent among them is 
a sort of diarrhea, and consequent debility, 
s mething like what is sometimes called ship 
fever. There is also one case of small pox 
on board. These emigrants are said to be, 
with one or two exceptions, of the lowest 
class, and to be almost wholly destitute of 
money, or clothing. { Traveller. 

A Great Briver. The Railroad bridge 
over the Susquehanna river at Harrisburgh, 
just finished by the Cumberland Valley Rail- 
road Company, is an immense structure. 

The entire length of the bridge is three 
thousand nine hundred and ninety-two feet, 
or within eight feet of four thousand. It is 
built upon an improved double lattice plan— 
there being two single and two double seg- 
ments of lattice. There are twenty-three spans 
averaging one hundred and seventy-three feet, 
and two arched viaducts—one fifty-three feet 
and the other eighty-four feet . There 
are two carriage ways, above which immedi- 
ately under the roof, is the railway track. 

_ The entire cost of the bridge, as.we are 
informed, is about $95,000; of which about 
$15,000 were required to repair the damages 
occasioned by the several accidents.

A MEXICAN FUNERAL, 

It is a fact, much to be deplored, that the 
Mexicans do not illustrate in the a prac- 
- ep Sin tot wd =: and force of 
t inciple upon which they seemingly act 
in fay eat yy of dedsensd relatives and 
friends. From the symptoms of exhilarated 
feeling which they exhib on a funeral occa- 
sion, one might rationally enough infer that 
they merely regarded this life as a porch of 
entrance to a scene of more exquisite and ex- 
alted bliss, and that a passage through the 
gates of death, was that event which, of all 
others, should be most coveted fer their kin- 
dred and for the cherished friends of their 
bosoms. ‘Their unquenchable devotion to lu- 
ere, and their invincible determination to pro- 
cure it by all means, fas aut nefas, serves as 
a luminous exponent of the fallacy of the im- 
pression which is thus conveyed. 

We had frequently witnessed the passage 
of these funeral processions through the 
streets of Monterey, and observed the fantas- 
tical manner in which the deceased were usu- 
ally arrayed for the grave; but our attention 
had never been forcibly called to the details 
of the last ceremonial which is paid to the 
perishing relics of frail humanity, until we 
reached Matamoros, on our way home.— 
Whilst standing on the public square, in the 
latter city one evening, amidst a group of cit- 
izens, our ears were suddenly saluted by a 
sound of music pouring forth from the clario- 
nett and flute, m their merriest strains. On 
inquiring into the cause of this merriment, 
we were informed by a friend that the music 
was occasioned by a Mexican funeral cele- 
bration which was then in progress, On look- 
ing to the opposite side of the square, we no- 
ticed a motley group of spectators, composed 
of American volunteers, regular soldiers and 
Mexicans, looking with the most intense ear- 
nestness and curiosity into the door of a house 
which fronted on the square. 

Vishing to satisfy ourselves in relation to 
the ceremonial by a closer inspection of its 
particulars, we repaired itumedtiatel y to the 
scene upon which it was Seaduclet After 
the practice of a little patience on our part 
some of the crowd withdrew so as to afford 
us @ position at the door, where we enjoyed 
a clear survey of what was passing in 
the house. ‘The corpse was stretched on a 
plank, raised by the necessary supports, in 
the middle of the floor. It is decked for its 
last resting place in the most gaudy articles 
of dress which a profuse supply of such com- 
modities in a Mexiean market could present. 
The coffin was composed of a frail sort ot 
plank painted and ornamented in the most 
singular style which a whimsical taste might 
prescribe. At one of its extremes a space 
was left open, through which the head was 
moderately raised; and at the other extremity, 
a space was left open through which the feet 
of the departed might be observed. 

The head was adorned with a cap of the 
most varied hues; the face was covered with 
piece of pasteboard, or stiffened paper of 
some kind, spangled either with gold or some 
apt imitation of that precious metal; the body 
was enveloped in a white gown, with an 
overdress something like a spencer, composed 
ofa crimson colored lace, which extended 
from the neck down to the waist. The feet 
were inserted in a fine pair of pearl-colored 
stockings and a pair‘of red slippers, and a very 
large bouquet of flowers, most tastefully ar- 
ranged, and of the most variegated colors, 
was placed on the breast of the corpse, and 
was held within the stiffened grasp of one of 
its hands; and there were other embellish- 


ments and appendages gotten up in honor of | 


the cold and unconscious clay, which have 
new escaped our recollection. 

The musicians were seated in a corner of 
the room, apart from the rest of the company, 
and would at intervals play, with considera- 
ble skill and sweetness, some brisk and lively 
air, As for the countenances of these per- 
formers they were redolent of life aud merri- 
ment. Having seen that those of which the 
assemblage in the house was composed, were 
flaunting about the room witha light and 
elastic step—that each face was radiant with 
smiles, and that not a single cheek was moist- 
ened with the tribute of a tear—we took oc- 
casiou to inquire for the parents and other 
relatives of the deceased. Upon these being 
designated by a person standing hard by, we 
discovered that they were, to all appearance, 
the gayest among the gay throng that was 
present—justifying the belief, by all exterior 
signs, that they were in the enjoyment of light 
hearts, and that they indulged the firm con- 
viction that their deceased relative had just 
reached the supreme point of felicity. 

After a brief interval of time had been pass- 
ed in this manner within-doors, the process- 
ion to the grave commenced; which pageant 
partook in a large measure of the hilarity and 
merry-making which had marked the prelim- 
inary passages in the scene of death. In ad- 
vance of the dead, and of the procession, pro- 
ceeded a huge and rough-looking Mexican, 
who, at the expiration of intervals of time, 
varying from two to three minutes, would fire 
off with a dexterous jerk hand crackers, 
which in their explosion produced a report al- 
most as loud as as that proceeding froma 
battery of musketry. ‘Thisexercise he con- 
tinued to practice until the company reached 
the wall which enclosed the grave-yard, 
when he fired off in quick succession all the 
crackers he had in his possession, which 
amounted to the number of some twenty or 
thirty. The musicians followed next after 
the man of warlike sound, and played during 
the whole course to the grave, a succession 
of lively airs, ‘There was no expression of 
grief visible in any age, sex, or condition, 
among those who attended the corpse to the 
grave; and one not familiar with the usages 
of this capricious nation of people, would 
have supposed, when the procession reached 
its terminus, that some uliar degree of fe- 
licity, or some precious benediction of Heav- 
en, was to be realized by each one preseut.— 
After the corpse bad been lowered to the bot- 
tom of the grave, we noticed that each one 
present, those from eight to ten years of age 
as well as those who had reached the maturi- 
ty of life, eagerly caught up several handfuls 
of dirt and threw it into the grave, after 
which the spade and hoe were put in requisi- 
tion to conclude the ceremonial.
